WHO is NO. 1? 


TO THE PUBLIC 


By an order of the United States Food Administration 


effective Dec. 25, 1917, all flour mills in the United States 
are required to make a barrel of flour out of not more than 
264 pounds of clean wheat, and are not permitted to 
separate more than five per cent of low grade; in other words 
there are now only two grades of flour, a 95% flour and a 
100% or absolute straight. The 5% low grade, if separated, 
must be sold for human food and under no circumstances 
may it be sold for animal feed.
